Why, I 
would be glad to know, should American slaveholders, 
women-floggers by profession, have free course here, 
when the rope, the ducking pond, or tar and feathers 
are the fate that any one has to expect who remon¬ 
strates with them on their own soil against their iniqui¬ 
ties ? Whilst people who take up individual sins and 
act them oat, are scouted as unfit for society, there is no 
reason why insolent villains, who sin by wholesale, 
should be allowed to show their brazen faces wherever 
they go. And not only these but their misguided abet- 
toTS and the'wolves in sheep’s clothing who defend their 
iniquity. I hope some stop will be put to this absurd¬ 
ity. Indeed, I happen to know two people in Bristol— 
you would think if you saw them they were the quiet¬ 
est creatures in the world, who have “ lit up such a 
flame in England” as I hope will expose the slavehold¬ 
ers and pro-slavery clergy who may visit England in 
the present season, to a catechism more searching than 
agreeable. Great numbers of the Religious Papers have 
taken the matter up, and Rogers, Dewey, Cox, & Co., 
have already attained an unenviable notoriety by the 
publication of elegant extracts from the most iniquitous 
of their recent sermons and speeches. 

Still a great work remains to be done. I happen to 
know the Society of Friends very well, having been 
born and “ raised ” among them. I know that in their 
number were many of the most zealous of those helpers 
of Clarkson, Wilberforce and Buxton, and that the 
abolition of tho British Slave Trade, of West Indian

ing; hut in all the operations there were no varying 
applications of ingenuity — scarcely any manipula¬ 
tion. All the elements of cheap production were thus 
called into action. But the amount of manual la¬ 
bor, in the actual putting together these materials, 
was enormous, to have accomplished suoh a result in 
six months. Herodotus tells us, that the great Py¬ 
ramid of Egypt employed a hundred thousand men, 
for twenty years, in its erection. The Palace of Indus¬ 
try will, most probably, be swept away in a genera¬ 
tion or two, while another thousand years will leave 
the great Pyramid unscathed. But the influence of 
one building apd of the other is not to be measured 
by their comparative duration. The monument of 
despotism remains, barren as the sands upon whioh 
it is reared. We know nothing certain ot its con¬ 
struction, beyond the fact recorded by Herodotus, 
that the food of the laborers cost sixteen hundred ta¬ 
lents of silver. The labor employed upon the Pal¬ 
ace of Industry, as compared wi-.h the labor wbieh 
raised the Pyramid, is one to two thousand. Yet, 
which amount of labor will work the greatest amount 
of good to the human race 1 History has nothing to 
tell of the uses of the Pyramid. When history shall 
record that a Temple of Peace was erected in Lon -1 
don, in 1851, to which all the nations brought the 
trophies of their arts, it will forget that there were 
amongst us prophets of evil, who would desire to 
keep the great family of mankind in jealous isola¬ 
tion ; and will remember only the grandeur of the 
spectacle, when every clime, without distinction of 
government or religion, sent its ambassadors of in¬ 
dustry to the capital of the world, to teach and to 
learn, to give and to receive. 

It was a remarkable sight on the morning of the 
second of April, the last day for the reception of 
heavy articles for exhibition, to look upon the long 
line ot waggons, slowly moving westward from Hyde 
Park Corner, to deposit their loads before nightfall. 
It was more wonderful to behold the varied in¬ 
dustry within the building. It is no exaggeration 
to say that there wore thousands intensely occupied, 
each with his own work of unloading or unpacking. 
The great Struggle was in the centre of the west¬ 
ern aisle, where the heavy British articles of models, 
or machinery, were deposited. In the Foreign de¬ 
partment, the allotted spaces were filled with chests, 
hearing inscriptions jn English, French, German, 
and Italian. Fragments of sculpture, heads and feet 
of colossal statutes, was spread in wild confusion on I 


and perpetuated—without the prototypes of which. 
Bacon might have speculated in vain, and Watt have 
never invented. In the age which has produced the. 
steamboat, the railroad, and the printing-machine— 
the three powers whioh are more and more lessening 
the inequalities of condition, of locality, of laws, 
amongst thejgreat family of mankind—the assem¬ 
blage of the Industry of all Nations, and the people 
of all nations, in the island whose ships bear the pro¬ 
ducts of the earth to and from every port—whose 
arts, imitative at first, are now models of every form 
of labor—whose language and literature are spread¬ 
ing over vast regions, compared with which her area 
is but a speck on the globe,—suoh an assemblage ap¬ 
pears to us a holy tribute to the Parent of Industry, 
and.of all good. For the mighty Spirit of the uni¬ 
verse is one and the same in His manifestations— 
whether He hold the stars in their eternal courses, 
or work, through the mind of man, to enrioh onr 
May Palace with the produce of arts, which even 
out-worn mythologies, not grossly erring, derived 
from Heaven; hut whioh a purer religion may teach 
us to believe are amongst the instruments—in doe 
companionship with pure science, with literature, 
with “ divine philosophy ’’—by whioh God is accom¬ 
plishing the destinies of the human raoe. 
j “ And what,” say some, “ is to be a benefit to the 
visitors of the Exhibition, who are neither artisans 
nor merchants—who are neither buyers nor sellers,— 
some of whom think, as Southey proclaimed, ‘ that 
the nation which builds on manufactures sleeps upon 
gun-powder,’—who believe that the age of May-poles 
might come again, with pipin g shepherds, and 1 knit¬ 
ters in the sun.’ ’’ We answer—the enlargement of 
your minds, and of all minds—that practical educa¬ 
tion whioh may teach men to comprehend rightly 
the past and the present. These are the manifesta¬ 
tions of the spirit of an age which is not an age of 
exclusiveness. These are the works of the heroes ot 
this age. This is their May-day celebration. Look 
upon it reverently. Do homage to the promoters of 
it, in all love and loyalty. Here is our “ Lady of 
I the May.” But in this goodly work there is hope 
beyond performance—hope of “ Peace on earth, good¬ 
will towards men.”
